•0 much for eminent public service 
the second. AnoLher and much later 
' eminent public tervice" was his altrmpt 
to revive irartgHirtation lo thit colony, as 
if the beginning, and middle, and end of hu 
-futy u « public man, was tu take care of 
himself alone, at an employer of Labour. In 
all these "eminent public aervieea," or 
rathe- r attempted " erniuent private ser- 
vices," he was unsuccessful, and thereforr 
we presume lhat Mr. W. C. Wehiuostii 
and hi* admiter* are intent upon acuiiir- 
ing in irre leuiire for acciimiilating these, 
—morally apegkiug,— inelegant and un- 
attractive failures, or fur becoming more 
successful in thit at) Ir uf eminent public 
terricei fur the future.
